William 
O'Brien baa been awept off the 
poUtleal map, mad the NaUonallats 
bave been returned with an over- 
whelming majority. The most san- 
guine supporter of the Irish party 
oould not have foreseen a result bo 
nagniricent and so emphatic. 

The municipal elections In Cork 
are a triennial affair. At the previous 
electtona, three yean ago, the 
O'Bilenltea secured a comfortable 
majority, but ever eince then the by- 
plectlons have proved that the power 
of the arch fact ionlat la on the wane, 
and for some time the .Nationalists 
liave been the predominant party. 

The whole strength of the AlMor- 
Treland party was focussed on an at- 
tempt at the present elections to 
regain its tottering prpsHne. A 
tierce political eampalKn waged, 
and William O'Brien took the hiist-

.American constitutional principle of 
"Llbertr of Conseionoo." People 
could understand the massacre of 
Jews in Russia — there was no lib- 
erty of conscience there: there was 
no religions principle Involved Peo- 
ple could understand French spolia- 
tion and confiscation, a political vote 
was all that was needed to steal 
1200, 000, OUO worth of church prop- 
erty, to empty thousands of pulpits, 
to tori>id the administration of the 
saenuneBt to the lirtng and dying, 
to Justifr even the armed eatranre 
of cloistered womanhood, even at 
the midnight hours; to drive to tho 
streets the daughters of France who 
were even then praying heaven to 
avert evil from and shower bless- 
ings on ha Belle France. Hut France 
has no constitution; it has not prin- 
ciple of liberty like oura, aBd th ' 
action of its Oov.mment created 
little surpria*.

McCann, accompanied by .Miss Mar- 
garet F. O'Conncll. principal of I'lib- 
lic School 31, and John Wbalen, one 
of the Sehool CoBmiaaioners, called 
on him recently to explain the plan 
he had told her that no official 
sanction from him was necessary, 
since the work was to be nnder- 
taken entirely out of school hours. 
Dr. Maxwell added that he thought 
the plan was excellent. So far as he 
knew no similar work haa yet been 
undertaken by Proteetant or Jewish 
teachers or organisations. 

Cardinal Parley told fhe teachers 
at the first meeting of the 'lew or- 
Kanlzation that they were workInK 
to fulfill hla prayer for years. 
"Tou are not a( liberty," he said, 
"to give to^your pnplls rellglouR in- 
struction during s^ool hours, tience 
the poor children are treated as 
thoash there was no each thing as 
eternity. There Is no morality 
taught In the public schools and no 
religion. Hence ROO.OOn ehlldren are 
left without a sugRestion of religion 
except what they get by accident." 

Msgr. Lavelle said the morement 
would not stop until every Ca'ttolic 
teacher la the pnbllo eehoola was en- 
rolled and every Catholks ehild was 
under religious tnstmction. 

President Churchill said he be- 
lieved the movement might arrom- 
plish good, providing those in rharge 
of It were careful to "avoid the 
charge of brtaglng religion into the 
public schools." "There certainly can 
be no objection," he said, "to Cath- 
olic teachers giving religious Instruc- 
tion outsldi- of school hours to Cath- 
olic pupil i « liose parents are 
willing." President Churchill said he 
underelod that the problem of giving 
religious Instruction In the schools 
had been solved in part of Canada by 
having diatlnet Catholic and Prot- 
estant schools.

As the French army and navy 
were composed largely of Catholics 
It was to be expected that the troops 
and ships were well supplied with 
Catholics ohaplalaa, and we find the 
four fleeta carried about ninety 
Catholic priests, twenty of whom, 
like Father Oneslme, were sons or 
Bt. Francis In the Capuohla order, 
and of these twenty toar loat thoir 
Uvea In the war. 

'Attor a aeriaa ot dlsbearteBlng 
oveata, whea Waahingtoa almost de- 
apalred ot aadeeaa and aatd: "It we 
have aot moaey and soldiers from 
France our cause Is lost," an alliance 
was concluded between Catholic 
France and "tbe free Protestant 
Colonies," as some of the fanatics ot 
that day were wont to designate the 
young and struggllag UBloa, This 
event waa as Important tor the 
church as it was for the Colonies. 
Buch opprobrious terms as "Popish' 
and "Romish" became unfashionable 
and the general attitude of the 
political leaders of the day toward 
the church took on a decided change, 
which even the numbers of Catholic 
officers and men In the Revolution- 
ary ranks had failed to effect. 

Congreea found It convenient to 
aaslst at solemn thanksgiving masees 
and Te Deums in deference to the 
example of French, Spanish and 
other Catholic diplomats. Just as 
President Wilson did recently, 
rather than offend their religious 
susoeptibilltife. In all of this the 
influence of Catholic France and 
the Catholic chaplains bore no email 
part. The latter were found to l>e 
cultured and educated men, some Ot 
them of noble blood, all of them 
men of courage Hint lievoted to the 
duties of their sacred (ailing. 

From "The History of the 
Capaehlaa la America," by the late 
Rev. Otto Jeron, O. M. Cap,, we 
learn that the followlBg OapuehlB 
chaplains were attsdied to the shipe 
of the four fleets:

Father Barnabe. who died July P. 
1781, on Le Bagittaire. 

Fleet of De Oulchen — 'Fathers Du- 
pont and Sebastian du Rosey on La 
Reflechie, Fathers Dieudonne and 
Damase on Le citoyea, father Miirc 
nn Ia> VaiUant. 

Fleet of Count d'Estaing — ^Fathers 
Casimir, Uurandeau and Bourdy on 
Le MagaMlaae, Paiher Nieholaa, who 
died on board Jja Pendant, Pebruary 
I, 1781. 

Fleet of Count de Ternsy — 
Fathers Maurice and Frederic on Le 
Jsoon; which brought Rocham- 
beau's army to Rhode Island and 
afterward was attaabol to Oe 
Orasse's fleet. 

Not a few of theee chaplalaa, aee 
tng the aoarelty of prieato, volun- 
teered for the American mlaalon 
after the cloee of the war. Father 
Charles Whelan, who was present at 
the BUireiider of Cornwallis, re- 
signed his chaplulucy to organize 
old St. Peter's church. New York, 
and was the first regularly settled 
prteat la that etty. Pather Nugent 
waa alBo aH^ehed to St. Peter'a ami 
Father du Rosey did missionary 
work In New England aud later in 
Maryland Fathers Flynn and 
Helbruii wen- oiliei Cu|iuchins who 
labored here as 8e( ular priests.
